Win  Approval  Without  Debate 


Town  Meeting  voters  pass- 
ed all  but  three  articles  con- 
sidered laSt  Saturday.  Of 
those  passed  all  but  two 
passed  unanimously,  and 
several  were  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  5.  to  appropriate 
money  for  pay  increases  ac- 
cording to  the  Personnel 
Classification  By-Law  Sche- 
dule. passed  easily  with  no 
discussion.  Article  6.  which 
requested  the  raise  in  salary  of 
the  Treasurer-Collector  as  a 
town  elected  official  to  S18.529 
also  passed  unanimously  and 
swiftly. 

Also  unanimously  passed: 
Article  7.  the  appropriation  of 
S65.000  for  a Reserve  Fund 
from  Overlay  Surplus  and 
Surplus  Revenue;  Article  8. 
the  town  will  assume  liability 
for  all  damages  that  may  be 
incurred  by  work  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works 
for  improvements,  develop- 
ment. maintenance  and  pro- 
tection of  tidal  and  nontidal 
rivers  and  streams,  harbors, 
tidewaters  and  foreshores 
along  a public  beach.
